ECONOMY PLEA 
AGAIN IS MADE 


Washington, December 
With receipt of a thick sheaf of rec- 
ommendations from the white house 
and the opening of the doors to gen- 
eral debate congress got a fair fore 
taste today of what it is in for dur- 
ing the three montlis’ session ahead 

As if pre-arranged to epitomize the 
legislative troubles in the offing. the 
day's developments touches succes 
sively a dozen old congressional 
quarrels and several new ones. The 
familiar issues of prohibition, taxes. 
farm relief, the world court, Muscle 
Shoals and Boulder canyon all had 
a place in the picture, and the new- 
coiners included a proposal to out- 
law poison 
Senatorial investigation. 

President Coolidge’s usual message, 
sent to the capitol by messengrr and 
read by clerks in both senate and 


house, was listened to with about the 
usual attention, and evoked the usua: 
praise from republicans aud disap- 
proval from democrats. 

Immediately the reading was over, 
the senate struck into the actual work 
of the session, but the house lingered 
only long enough to let in a new batch 
of bills’ resolutions and then 
ndjourned for the day out of respect 
for Uncle Joe Cannon, for many years 
its speaker. 

Gould Investigation. 

The afternoon’s proceedings in the 
senate showed that branch of legisla- 
tive machine functioning in mid-sea- 
son form.

amount of new legislation during the 
present session, President Coolidge 
lai’ before congress today a long list 
of recommendations in which tempo- 
rary tax relief and attention to the 
farm marketing problem stood out 
prominently. 

To the house and senate was left 
the task of fitting the recommenda- 
tions to the necessities of the limited 
time at the disposal of the lawmakers 
before the 69th congress goes out of 
existence March 4, inasmuch as Mr. 
Coolidge touched on almost every point 
of pressing national interest there can 
be no question that in going about 
the task the republican leaders will 
bave at hand the desires of the chief 
executive. 

While leaving the form of tax relief 
to be decided by congress itself, Presi- 
deat Coolidge opposed any permanent 
reduction at this ‘me, suggesting that 
“it is possible to grant some real re- 
lief by the simple measure of making 
reductions in the payments which ac- 
crue o. March 15 and June 15, 1927.” 

As to farm relief, he urged a “sound 
solution” with the stipulation that it 
way necessary to “avoid putting the | 
government into the business of pro- 
ducing er marketing or attempting to 
enact Jegislation for the purpose of 
price fixing.”

The question of whether the staie | 


of Georgia has a state prison warden 
legally qualified to execute condemned 
prisoners, which was raised in the case 
of Mell M. Gore, will be carried to 
the state supreme court for settle- 
ment, it was announced Tuesday by 
the state prison commission follow- 
ing a conference with Solicitor Gen- 
eral John A. Boykin, of Fulton supe- 


rior court, and State's Attorney Gen- 


eral George M. Napier. 

Solicitor Boykin and Attorney Gen- 
Napier will carry the case to 
-ourt immediately. They 
Tuesday concerning plans 
for the appeal. 

The recent ruling of Judge J. B. 
Park, of the Ocmulgee circuit, in the 
Gore case will be appealed to the high- 
er court. In this ruling Judge Park 
held that the state now has no prison 
warden legally quc:lified to execute 
condemned criminals under provisions 
of the electric chair law passed by the 
legislature two years ago. 

In a brief filed before Judge Park, 
the commission contended ‘hat B. 
H. Dunaway, of Milledgeville, holds 
a commission as warden of the men’s 
division of the state prison and also 
is commissioned as superintendent of 
the state prison farm, It was shown 
that ho draws favo salaries for these 
duties. Judge Park ruled that he could 
not hold both offices of profit under 
the laws of Georgia and hence was 
not qualified to éxecute Gore. 

At~the conféfence held Tuesday , 
afternoon in the office of the prison 
commission, it was decided that the 
best course of action to pursue wou!d 
be to take the matter to the supreme 
court for final judgment in the cave.

December 7.—(#)—Trouble 
seething over Italy’s new treaty 
Albania. Jugo-Slavia is aflame 
with anger; her foreign minister, Dr. 
Ninchitch, resigned last night as & 
}protest and the whole cabinet, headed 
by M. Ouzounovitch, followed his lead, 
to attract the world’s attention to 
what he has described as the “new 
and grave situation,” and what is gen- 
eially regarded as a serious danger 
to central European peace. 

Even the League of Nations is great- 
ly disturbed over these events, ad- 
vices from Geneva state, for Dr. Nin- 
chitch was president of the last as- 
sembly of the league, and complica- 
tions of a widespread nature are 
feared, 

Jugo-Slavia is a heavily-armed na- 
tion with an estimated force of 200,000 
'men.. It is feared, too, that Musso- 
ilini’s program of expansion and al- 
lianeces will run afoul of the “Little 
Entente,” which in a large measure 
was developed by Ninchitch., 

The Jugo-Slavs are reported as re 
garding the Italo-Albanian alliance as 
“disloyalty” to their country and other 
Balkan nations, and the Belgrade 
newspaper Politica prints a statement 
from an unconfirmed source in Scutari 
that the pact contains a secret mili- 
tary clause, whereby Italy undertakes 
to go to the defense of the Albanian 
government if need be.

Since the merger of the Georgia 
Railway and Power company with the 
Central Georgia Power company, Cieor- 
gia Utilities company, Mutual Light 
and Water company and other power 
companies in Georgia. which was com- 
pleted last summer, the combined com- 
panies have constructed 446 miles of 
transmission lines. it was announced 
by the Georgia Railway and Power 
company ‘Tuesday. The total mile- 
age of transmission lines prior to the 
merger was l, and the additional 
construction of 446 miles brings the 
total mileage up to 2,250 miies. 


Through tne coordination of prop- 
erties in the southeast under the op- 
eration plans of the Southeastern Pow- 
er and Light company, the Georgia 
Railway and Power company has fur- 
nished nearly 32,000,000 kilowatts of 
power to the Southern Power compa- 
ny for distribution in the Carolinas. 
i® was announced. This power was 
furnished in the first ten months of 
1926.

KENNESAW PARK 
PROVIDED IN BILL 


Washington, December 7.—Senator 
William J. Harris today introduced in 
the senate a bill appropriating $350,- 
OOO for the creation and mainteaance 
of a national memorial military park 
at Kennesaw mountain to memorialize 
the valor and heroism of the soldiers 
of the Confederate and Union armies 
of the war between the states, and to 
mark the line of march and battles 
of Johason’s and Sherman’s armies in 
Georgia, from Dalton to Savanah. 

The bill provides also that in the 
event the city of Atlanta and the 
property owners donate land for a 
memorial park on the battle field of 
Peachtree creek, the commission to be 
appointed for the Kennesaw park 
would have the authority to designate 
markers at the most important move- 
ments of the armies along that route 
and to recommend a further appro- 
priation for.the erection of such mark- 
ers at the places as they might desig- 
nate. The Peachtree creek battle 
field would be a part of the Kennesaw 
memorial project and ‘under the same 
auspices, 

Monuments Planned. 

There would be erected in the Ken- 
nesaw park mohuments and memorials 
to the various organizations and indi- 
Viduals serving in the campaigns and 
battles of the war between the states, 
and the lines of battle, fortifications 
and entrenchments in the park would 
be marked and preserved for historical 
and professional study “of some of 
the most remarkable maneuvers at‘tad 
most brilliant fighting and strategy,” 
of that conflict. 

The acquiring and establishment of 
the Kennesaw Mountain Memorial 
Military park would be under the di- 
rection and control of the .secretary 
of war, who would appoint a com- 
mission of three members for admia- 
istration. These members would be 


{a veteran of the Confederate army, a 


veteran of the Union forces and a 
veteran of the late world war. ‘The 
commission would have full control 
of the park and direct and manage 
same under the direction of the sec- 
retary of war; would supervise and 
direct the erection and placing of 
monuments and memorials in the park, 
the marking and preservation work, 
the planning and maintaining of road- 
ways, erection of buildings, improve- 
ment aad beautification of the park 
in general. .

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|| Text of President’s Message 
~ As Delivered To Congress 


Washington, December 7.—Delivering his customary message at the opening of the 


short session of the 69th 


__In reporting to the congress the state 
of the union, I find it impossible tu 
characterize it other than one of gen- 
eral peace and prosperity. In some 
quarters our diplomacy is vexed with 
difficulty and as yet unsolved probd- 
lems, but nowhere are we met witb 
armed conflict. If some occupations 


does there remain any acute chronic 
depression. What the country re- 
quires is not so much new policies #s 
a-steady continuation of those which 


abundant success. It cannot be too 
often repeated that in common with ali 
the world we are engaged in liquidat- 
ing the war. 

In the present short session no great 
amount of new legislation is possibla, 
but in order to comprehend what is 
most desirable some survey of our gen- 
eral situation is necessary. A large 
amount of time is consumed in the 
passage of appropriation bills. If 
each congress in its -opening session 
would make appropriations to con- 
tinue for two years, very much time 
would be saved which could either be 
devoted to a consideration of the gen- 
eral needs of the country or would re- 
sult in decreasing the work of legisla- 
tion, 

Economy. 
Dur present state of prosperity has 


tant causes, one of which is economy, 
resulting in reduction and reform in 
national taxation. Another is the 
elimination of many kinds- of waste. 
The third is a general raising of the 
standards of efficiency. This combi- 
nation has brought the perfectly aston- 
ishing result of a reduction in the in- 
dex price of commodities and an in- 
@rease in the index rate of wages. 
We have secured a lowering of che 


nbility to consume. Prosperity result- 
ing from these causes rests on the se- 
curest of all foundations. It gathers 
strength from its own progress. 

In promoting this progress the chief 
part which the national government 
plays lies in the field of economy. 
Whatever doubts may have been en- 


of the nation, its wisdom must now 
be considered thoroughly demonstrated. 
It may not have appeared to be a 
novel or perhaps brilliant conception, 
but it has turned out to be preemi- 
nently sound. It has not failed to 
work. It has surely brought results. 
It does not have to be excused as 4 
temporary expedient adopted as ‘the 
lesser evil to remedy some abuse, it is 
not a palliative seeking. to treat 
symptoms, but a major operation ior 
the eradication at the source of a large 
number of social diseases, 

Nothing is easier than the expenii- 
ture of public money. It does not ap- 
pear to belong to anybody. The 
temptation is overwhelming to bestow 
it on somebody. But the results of ¢x- 
travagance are ruinous, The propertv 
of the country, like the freedom of the 
country, belongs to the people of the 
country. They have not empowercd 
their government to take a dollar of it 
except for a necessary public purpos« 
But if the constitution conferred such 


con; 


yréss today, President Coolidge said: 


taxpayer; I am advocating it for the 
benefit of the country. 


If it appeared feasible, I should 
welcome permanent tax reduction at 
this time. The estimated surplus, how- 


ever, for June 30, 1928, is not much 
larger than is required in a going busi- 
ness of nearly $4,000,000,000. We 
have had but a few months’ experi- 
ence under the present revenue act 
and shail need to know what is de- 
veloped by the returns of income pro- 
duced under it, which are not re- 
quired to be made until about the 
time this session terminates, and what 
the economic probabilities of the coun- 
try are in the latter part of 1927, 
before we can reach any justifiable 
conclusion as to permanent tax re- 
duction. Moreover the present sur- 
plus results from many nonrecurrent 
items. Meantime, it is possible to 
grant some real relief by a simple 
measure making reductions in the pay- 
ments which aecrue on the 15th of 
March and June, 1927. I am very 
strongly of the conviction that this 
is so much a purely business matter 
that it ought not to be dealt with 
in a partisan spirit. The congress 
has already set the notable example 
of treating tax problems without much 
reference to party, which might well 
be continued. What I desire to ad- 
vocate most earnestly is relief for 
the country from unaecessary tax bur- 
dens. We can not secure that if we 
stop to engage in a partisan contro- 
versy. As I do not think any change 
in the special taxes, or any perma- 
nent reduction is practical, I, there- 
fore, urge both parties of the house 
and ways and means committee to 
agree on a bill granting the temporary 
relief which I have indicated. Such 
a reduction would directly affect mil- 
lions of taxpayers, release large sums 
for investment in new enterprise, 
stimulating industrial production and 
agricultural consumption, and _indi- 
rectly benefiting every family in the 
whole country. These are my con- 
victions stated with full knowledge 
that it is for the congress to decide 
whether they judge it best to make 
such a reduction or leave the surplus 
for the present year to be applied to 
retirement of the war debt. That 
also is eventually tax reduction. 


Protective Tariff, 

Tt is estimated that customs receipts 
for the present fiscal year will ex- 
ceed $615,000,000, the largest which 
were ever secured from that source. 


The value of our imports for the last 
fiscal year was $4,466,000,000, an in- 
crease of more than 71 per cent since 
the present tariff law went into ef- 
fect. Of these imports about 65 per 
cent, or, roughly, $2,900,000,000, came 
in free of duty, which means that the 
United States affords a duty-free mar- 
ket to other countries almost equal 
in value to the total imports of Ger- 
many aad greatly exceeding the total 
imports of France. We have ad- 
mitted a greater volume of free im- 
ports than any other country except 
England. 
We are, therefore, levying duties on 
about $1,550,000,000 of imports. 
Nearly half of this, or $700,000,Q00, 
is subject to duties for the protection 
of agriculture and have their origin 
in countries other than Europe. They 
substantially increased the prices re- 
ceived by our farmers for their prdéd- 
uce. About $300,000,000 more is rep- 
resented by luxuries such as costly 
rugs, furs, precious stones, etc. This 
leaves only about $550,000,000 of our 
imports under a schedule of duties 
which is in general under considera-

Acting upon my recommendation, 
the congress has ordered the interstate 
commerce commission to investigate 


the freight-rate structure, directing 
that such changes shall be made in 
freight rates as will promote freedom 
of movement of agricultural products. 
Railroad consolidation which I am ad- 
vocating would also result in a sit. :- 
tion where rates could be made more 
advantageous for farm produce, as 
has recently been done in the revision 
of rates on fertilizers in the south. 
Additional benefit will accrue from the 
development of our inland waterways. 
The Mississippi river system carries a 
commerce of over 50,000,000 tons at 
a saving of nearly $18,000,000 annual- 
ly. The inland waterways corpora- 
tion operates boats on 2.500 miles 
of navigable streams and through its 
relation with 165 railroads carries 
freight into and out of 45 states of 
the union. During the past six months 
it has handled over 1,000,Q00 bushels 
of grain monthly and by its lower 
freight rates has raised the price of 
such grain to the farmer probably 
21-2 cents to 3 cents a bushel. The 
highway system on which the federal 
government expends about $85,000,000 
a year is of vital importance to the 
rural regions. 


The advantages to be derived from a 
more comprelensive.and less expensive 
system of transportation for agricul- 


ture ought to be supplemented by pro- 
vision for an adequate supply of fer- 
tilizer at a lower cost than it 1s at 
present obtainable.

Federal legislation has been adopted 
futhorizing the cooperation of the 
government with states and private 
owners in the protection of forest lands 
from fire. This preventive measure 
is of such great importance that I 
have recommended for it an increased 
appropriation. 

Another preventive measure of great 
economie and sanitary importance is 
the eradication of tuberculosis in 


cattle. Active ~vork is now in progress 
in one-fourth of the counties of the 
United States to secure this result. 
Over 12,000,000 cattle have been un- 
der treatment, and the average de- 
gree of infection has fallen from 4.9 
per cent to 2.8 per cent. The federal 
government is making substantial ex- 
penditures for this purpose. 

Serious damage is threatened to the 


corn crop by the European corn borer. 
Since 1917 it has spread from eastern 
New England westward into Indiana 
and now covers about 100,000 square 
miles. It is one of the most formidable 
pests because it spreads rapidly and 
is exceedingly difficult of control, It 
has assumed a menace that is of na- 
tional magnitude and warrants the 
federal government in extending its 
cooperation to the state and local 
agencies. which are attempting to pre- 
vent its further spread and secure its 
eradication. 
The whole question of agriculture 
needs most careful consideration, In 
the past féw years the government 
has given this subject more attention 


than any other and has held more 
consultations in relation to it than on 
any other subject. While the govern- 
ment is not to be blamed for failure 
to perform the impossible, the agri- 
cultural regions are entitled to know 
that they have its constant solicitude 
and sympathy. Many of the farmers 
are burdened with debts and taxes 
which they are unable to carry. We 
are expending in this country many 
millions of dollars each year to in- 
crease farm productien. We ouglit now 
to put more emphasis on the question 
of farm marketing. If a sound solution 
of a permanent nature can be found 
for this problem, the congress ought 
not tu hesitate to adopt it. 

Water Resources. 


In previous messages I have re- 
ferred to the national importance of 
the proper development of our water 
resources. The great projects of exten- 


sion of the Mississippi system, the 
protection and development of the low- 
er Colorado river, are before congress, 
and I have previously commented upon 
them. I favor .the necessary legislation 
to expedite these projects. Engineer- 
ing studies are being made for con- 
necting the Great Lakes with the 
North Atlantic, either through an all- 
American canal or by way of the ®t. 
Lawrence river. These reports will 
yndoubtedly be before the congress 
curing its present session, It is un- 
necessary to dwell upon the great im- 
portance of such a waterway not 
only to our mid-continental basin but 
to the commerce an. development of 
practically the whole nation. Our river 
and harbor ‘improvement should be 
continued in accordance with the 
present policy. Expenditure of this 
character is compatible with economy ; 
it is in the nature of capital invest- 
ment. Work skould proceed on the 
basic trunk lines if this work is to 
be a success. If the country will be 
content to be moderate and patient 
and permit improvements to be made 
where they will do the greatest gen- 
eral good, rather than insisting on 
expenditures at this time on secondary 
projects, our internal waterways can 
be made a success. If proposed legis- 
lation results in a gross manifesta- 
tion of local jealousies and _ selfish- 
ness, this program cannot be carried 
out. Ultimately we can take care of 
extensions, but our first effort should 
be confined to the main arteries. 

Our inland commerce has been put 
to great inconvenience snd expense 
by reason of the lowering of the water 
level of the Great Lakes. This is an 
international problem on which corr 
petent engineers are making reports. 
Out of their study it is expected that 
a feasible method will be developed 
for raising the level to proyide relief 
for our commerce and supply water 
for drainage. Whenever a_ practical 
plan is presented it ought to be speed: 
ily adopted. 

Reclamation. 

It is increasingly evident thet the 
federal government must in the future 
take a leading part in the impouad- 
ing of water for conservation with in- 
cidental power for the development ef 
irrigable lands of the arid region.

The United States promises to fol- 
low the course of oldc> irrigation 
countries, -rhere recent importaart ir- 
rigation developments have been car- 
ried out as national undertakings. It 
is gratifying, therefore, that conditions 
on federal reclamation projects have 
become satisfactory. The gross value 
of crops grown with water from pro)- 
ect works increased from $110.C90,V00 
in 1924 to $131,000,009 in 1925. ‘The 
adjustments iinde last year by con- 
gress relieved irrigators from paying 
construction costs on unprofitab?e 
land, and by so doing inspired new 
hope and confidence in ability to meet 
the payments required. Construction 
payments by water users last year 
were the largest in the history of, the 
bureau. 

The anticipated reclamation fund 
will ke fully absorbed for a number 
of years in the completion of old proj- 
ects and the construction of projects 
inaugurated the past three years. 
We should, however, continue to in- 
vestigate and strdy the possibilities of 
a carefully planned development of 
promising projects, logically of govern- 
mental concern because of their rhy- 
sical magnitude. immense cost, and 
the interstate and international prob- 
lems involved.

Radio Legislation. 

The department of commerce has for 
some years urgently presented the ne- 
cessity for further legislation in order 
to protect radio listeners f-om inter- 
ference between broadcasting stations 
and to carry out other regulatory “unc- 
tions. Both branches of congress at 
the last session passed enactmen:. in- 
tended to effect such regulation, but 
the two bills yet remain to be brought 
into agreement and final passage. 

Due to decisions of the courts, the 
authority of the department under the 
law of 1912 has broken down; many 
more stations have been operating 
than can be accommodated within the 
imited number of wave lengths avail- 
able: further stations are in course 
of construction; many stations have 
departed from the scheme of alloca- 
tion set down by the department, and 
the wifole service of this most import- 
ant public function has drifted into 
such chaos as seems likely, if not 
remedied, to destroy its great value. I 
most urgently recommend that this 
legislation sMould be speedily enacted. 


I do not believe it is desirable to j;" 


set up further independent agencies 
in the government. Rather I believe 
it advisable to entrust the important 
functions of deciding who shall exer- 


cise the privilege of radio transmis- 
sion and under what conditions, the 
assigning of wave lengths and de- 
termination of power, to a board to 
be assembled whenever action on such 
questions becomes necessary. There 
should be right of appeal to the courts 
from the decisions of such board. The 
administration of the decisions of the 
board and the other features of regu- 
lation and promotion of radio in the 
public interest, together with scien- 
tific research, should remain in the 
department of commerce. Such an 
arrangement makes for more expert, 
more efficient, and more economical 
administration than an independent 
agency or board, whose duties, after 
initial stages, require butt little at- 
tention, in which administrative func- 
tions are confused with semijudicial 
functions and from which of necessity 
there must be greatly increased per- 
sonnel and expenditure, 
Wage Earner. 

The great body of our people are 
made up of wage earners. Several 
hundred thousands of them are on 
the pay rolls of the United States 
government. Their condition very 
largely is fixed by legislation. We 
have recently provided increases in 
compensation under a method of re- 
classification and given’ them the ad- 
vantage of a iiberal retirement: sys- 
tem as a support for their declining 
years. Most of them are under the 
merit system, which is a guaranty of 
their intelligence, and the efficiency 
of their gervice is a demonstration of 
their loyalty. ‘The federal govern- 
ment should continue to set a good 
example for all other employers. 


In the industries the condition of 
the wage earner has steadily im 
proved. The 12-hour day is almost 
entirely unknown, Skilled labor is 


well compensated. But there are un- 
fortunately a multitude of workers 
who have not yet come to share in 
the general prosperity of the nation. 
30th the public authorities and pri- 
vate enterprise should be solicitous to 
advance the welfare of this class. The 
federal government has been seeking 
to secure this end throngh a protective 
tariff, through restrictive immigration, 
through requiring safety devices for 
the prevention of accidents, through 
the granting of workman's compensa- 
tion, through civilian vocational re- 
habilitation and edueation, through 
employment information bureaus, and 
through such humanitarian relief as 
was provided in the maternity 
infancy legislation. Jt is a satisfac- 
tion to report that a more general 
condition of contentment exists among 
wage earners and the country is more 
free from labor disputes than it has 
been for years. While restrictive im- 
migration has been adopted in part 
for the benefit of the wage earner. 
and in its entirety for the benefit of 
the country it ought not to cause a 
needless separation of families and de- 
pendents from their natural source of 
support contrary to the dictates of 
humanity. 
Bituminous Coal. 
No progress appears to have been 


made within large areas of the bitu- 
minous coal industry toward creation 
of voluntary machinery by which 
greater assurance can be given to the 
public of peaceful adjustment of wage 


difficulties such cs has been accom- 
plished in the anthracite industry. 
This bituminous industry is one of 


and 


responsibility to the nation for con- 
tinuity of supplies. As the wage 
agreements in the unionized section of 
the industry expire on April 1, next, 
and as conflicts may result which may 
imperil public interest, and have for 
many years often called for action 
of the executive in protection of the 
publi¢, I again recommend the pas- 
sage of such legislation as will assist 
the executive in dealing with such 
emergencies throngh a special tem 

porary board of conciliation and 
mediation and through administrative 
acencies for the purpose of distribu- 
tion of coal and protection of the con- 
sumers of coal from profitecring. At} 
present the executive is not only with- 
out authority to act but is actually 
prohibited by law from making any 
expenditure to meet the emergency of 
a coal famine. 

Judiciary. 

The federal courts hold a high pesi- 
tion in the administration of justice 
in the world. While individual judi- 
ciai officers have sometimes been sub- 
jected to just criticism, the courts as 
a whole have maintained an exceed- 


ingly high standard. The congress 
may well consider the question of 


supplying fair salaries and conferring 
upon the supreme court the same rule- 
making power on the law side of the 
district courts that they have always 
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possessed on the equity side. A. bill 
also pending providing for rétire- 
ment after a certain num of years 
of service, although they have not 
been consecutive, which should have 
your favorable consideration. These 
faithful servants of the government 
are about the last that remain to be 
provided for in the postwar readjust- 
ments. 
Banki:: 

There has been pending in congress 
for nearly three years banking legisla- 
tion to clarify the national bank act 
aud reasonably to increase the pcw- 


ers of the national banks. I believe 
that within the limitation of sornnd 
banking principles congress should 
now and for the future place the na- 
tional banks upon a fair equality with 
their conipetitors, the state banks, and 
I trust that means may be found so 
that the differences on branch-bauking 
legislation between the senate and the 
house of representatives may be set- 
tled along sound lines and the legisla- 
tion promptly enacted. 


It would be difficult to overestimate 
the service «hich the federal reserve 
system has already rendered to the 
country. It is necessary only to re- 


call the chaotic condition of our bank- 
ing organization at the time the fed- 
eral reserve system was put into op- 
eration. The old system consisted of 
a vast number of independent banking 
units, with scattered bank -reserves 
which never could be mobilized in 
times of greatest need. In spite of 
vast banking resources, there was no 
coordination of reserves or any credit 
elasticity. As a consequence, a strain 
was felt even during crop-moving 
periods and when it was necessary to 
meet other seasonal and regularly re- 
curring needs, 

The federal reserve system is not a 
panacea for all economic or financial 
ills. It can not prevent depression in 
certain industries which are experienc- 
ing overexpansion of production or 
contraction of their markets. Its busi- 
ness is to furnish adequate credit and 
currency facilities. This it has sue- 
ceeded in doing, both during the war 
and in the more difficult period of de- 
flation and readjustment which fol- 
lowed. It enables us to look to the 
future with confidence and to make 
plans far ahead, based on the betief 
that the federal reserve system will 
exercise a steadying influnce on credit 
conditions and thereby prevent any 
sudden or severe reactions from the 
period of prosperity which we are 
now enjoying. In order that these 
plans may go forward, action should 
be taken at the present session on the 
question of renewing the banks’ char- 
ters and thereby insuring a continua- 
tion of the policies and present useful- 
ness of the federal reserve system, 


Federal Regulation. 

I am in favor of reducing, rather 
than expanding, government bureaus 
which seek to regulate and control the 
business activities of the people. 


Everyone is aware that abuses exist 
and will exist so long as we are limit- 
ed by human imperfections. Unfortu- 
nately, Muman nature can not be 
changed by an act of the legislature. 
When practically the sole remedy for 
many evils lies in the necessity of the 
people looking out for themselves and 
reforming their own abuses, they will 
find that they are relying on a false 
security if the government assumes to 
hold out the promise that it is look- 
ing out for them and providing re- 
forms for them. ‘This principle is 
preeminently applicable to the nation- 
al government. It is too much as- 
sumed that because an abuse exists it 
is the business of the national govern- 
ment to provide a remedy. The pre- 
sumption should be that it is the busi- 
ness of the local and state govern- 
ments, Such national action results 
in encroaching upon the salutary inde- 
pendence of the states and by under- 
taking to supersede their natural au- 
thority fills the land with bureaus and 
departments which are undertaking to 
do what it is impossible for them to 
accomplish and brings our whole sys- 
tem of government into disrespect and 
disfavor. We ought to maintain high 
standards, We ought to punish wrong- 
doing. Society has not only the privi- 
lege but the absolute duty of protect- 
ing itself and its individuals. But we 
can not accomplish this end by adopt- 
ing @ wrong method. Permanent suc- 
cess lies in local, rather than national 
action. Unless the locality rises to 
its own requirements, there is an al- 
most irresistible impulse for the na- 
tional government to intervene. ‘ihe 
states and the nation should both real- 
ize that such action is to be adopted 
only as a last resort. 
The Negro. 

The social well-being of our country 
lequires our constant effort for the 
amelioration of race prejudice and the 
extension to all elements of equal op- 
portunity and equal protection under 
the laws which are guaranteed by the 
constitution. ‘The federal government 
especially is charged with this obliga- 
tion in behalf of the colored people of 
the nation. Not only their remarkable 
progress, their devotion and their loy- 
alty, but our duty to ourselves under 
our claim that we are an enlightened 
people requires us to use all our power 
to protect them from the crime of 
lynching. Although violence of this 
kind has very much decreased, while 
any of it remains we can not justify 
noglectinge to make every effort to 
eradicate it by law. 

The education of the colored race 
under government encouragement is 
proceeding successfully and ought to 
have continuing support. An increas- 


ing need exists for properly educated 
and trained medical skill to be devoted 
to the service of this race. 

Insular Possessions. 

This government holds in sacred 
trusteeship islands which it has ac- 
quired in the East and West Indies. 
In all of them the people are more 
prosperous than at any previous time. 
A system of good roads, education, and 
general development is in progress. 
The people are better governed than 
ever before and generally content. 


In the Philippine Islands Major. 


General Leonard Wood has been gov- 
ernor general for five years and as 
administered his office with tact and 
ability greatly to the success of the 
Filipino people. These are a proud 


and sensitive race, who are making 
such progres; with our cooperation 
that we can view the results of this 
experiment with great satisfaction. As 
we are attempting to assist this race 
toward self-government, we should 
look upon their wishes with great re- 
spect, granting their requests *‘mme- 
diately when they are right, yet main- 
taining a frank firmness in refusing 
when they are wrong. We shall meas- 


ure their progress in no small part | 


by their acceptance of the terms of 
the organic Jaw under which the 
islands are governed and their faith- 
ful observance of its provisions, Need 
exists for clarifying the duties of the 
auditor and declaring them to be 
what everyone had supposed they 
were. We have placed our own ex- 
penditures under the supervision of 
the comptroller general. It is not 
likely that the expenditures in the 
Philippine Islands need less super- 
vision than our own. The governor 
general is hampered in his selection of 
subordinates by the necessity of se- 
curing a confirmation, which has oft- 
entimes driven him to the expediency 
of using army officers in work for 
which civilian experts would be much 
bétter fitted. Means should be pro- 
vided for this and such other pur- 
poses as he may require out of the 
revenue which this government now 
turns back to the Philippine treasury. 


In order that these possessions 


might suffer no seeming neglect, . 
have recently sent Colonel Carmi A. 
Thompson to the islands to make a 
survey in cooperation with the gover- 
nor general to suggest what might be 
done to improvement conditions, Later 
I may make a more extended report 
including recommendations, The eco- 
nomie development of the islands is 
very important. They ought not to 
be turned back to the people until 
they are both politically fitted for 
self-government and economically inde- 
pendent. Large areas are adaptable 
to the production of rubber. No one 
contemplates any time in the future 
either under the present or a more 
independent form of government when 
we should not assume some responsi- 
bility fer their defense. For their eco- 
nomic advantage, for the employment 
of their people, and as a contribution 
to our power of defense which could 
not be carried on without rubber, I be- 
lieve this industry should be encour- 
aged. It is especially adapted to the 
Filipino people themselves, who might 
cultivate it individually on a small 
acreage. It could be carried on ex- 
tensively by American capital in a 
way to furnish employment at good 
wages. ] am opposed te the promotion 
of any policy that does aot provide 
for absolute freedom on the part of 
the wage earners and do not think 
we should undertake to give power for 
large holdings of land in the islands 
against tlie opposition of the people of 
the locality. Any development of the 
islands must be solely with the first 
object of benefiting the people of thie 
islands. At an early day these pos- 
sessions should be taken out from un- 
der all military control and admin- 
istered on the civil side of govern- 
ment, 
National Defense. 

Our policy of national defense is 
not one of making war, but of insur- 
ine peace. The land and séa force cf 


America, both in its domestic and for- 
eign implications, is disiinctly a peace 
force. It is an arm of the police pow- 
er to guarantee order and the execn- 
tion of the law at home and security 
to our citizens abroad. No self-re- 
specting nation would neglect to pru- 
vide an army and navy proportiona.e 
to its population, the extent of iis 
territory, and the dignity of the place 
which it occupies in the world. When 
it is considered that no navy in tlie 
world, with one exception, approaches 
ours and none surpasses it, that our 
regular army of about 115,000 men is 


well administered 
by the veterans’ bureau. The main 
unfinished feature is that of hospital- 
ization, requirement is 
rapidly met. Various veteran bodies 
will present to you recommendations 
which should have your careful con- 
sideration. At the last session we in- 
creased our annual expenditure for 
pensions and relief on account of the 
veterans of three wars. While I a>- 
prove of proper relief for all suffering, 
do not favor any further extension 
of our pension system at this tinte, 
Alien Property. 
We still have in the possession of 
the government the alien property. It 
has always been the policy of America 
to hold that private enemy property 
should not be confiscated in time of 
pee This principle we have scryupu- 
ously observed. As this property is 
security for the claims of our citizens 
and our government, we cannot relin- 
uish it without adequate provision 
or their reimbursement. ion 
for the return of this property, accom- 
pease by suitable provisions for the 
iquidation of the claims of our eiti- 
— and our treasury, should be 
: opted. If our government releases 
¥ oreigners the security which it 
olds for Americans, it must at the 
same time Provide satisfactory safe- 
guards for meeting American claims, 
Prohibition. 

The duly authorized public authori- 
ties of this country have mac> prohi- 
bition the law of the land. Acting

~_ the legislatures of practicalle oll 
the states have adopted legislation for 
its enforcement. Some abuses have 
arisen which require reform. Under 
the law the national government has 
intrusted to the treasury department 
the especial duty of regulation and en- 
forcement.

conditions should be carefully ead 
speedily enacted. Failure to suport 
the constitution and observe the aw 
ought not to be tolerated by publie 
opinion, Especially those in publie 
places, who have taken their oath to 
Support the cunstitu’’> onght to be 
most scrupulous in its observance. Of- 
beer of the denartment of justice 
throughout the country should be vigi- 
ant in enforcing the law, but local 
authorities, which had always been 
mainly responsible for the enforcement 


the equal of any other like number of 
troops, that our entire permanent end 
reserve land/ and sea force trained 
and training consists of a personnel 
of about 610,000, and that our annual 
appropriations are ab@ut $680,000,0C0 
a year, expended under the direction 
of an exceedingly competent staff, :t 
cannot he said that our disparage- 
ment exists, but that candid exami- 
nation made by the congress through 
its varions committees has always re- 
assured the country and demonstrated 
that it is maintaining the most ade- 
quate defensive forces in these present 
years that it has ever supported in 
time of peace. 

This general policy should be kept 
in effect. Here and there temporary 
changes may be made in personnel to 
meet requirements in other directions. 
Attention should be given to :ubma- 
rines, cruisers and air forces. Particu- 
lar points may need strengthening, but 
as a whole our military power is suf- 
ficient. 

The one weak place in the whole 
lino is our still stupendous war debt. 
In any modern campaign the dollars 


are the shock troops. With a depleted 
treasury in the rear, no army can 
maintain itself in the field. A coun- 
try loaded with debt is a country de- 
void of the first line of defense. Econv- 
my is the handmaid of preparedness. 
It we wish to be able to defend our- 
selves to the full extent of our power 
in the future, we shall discharge as 
soon as possible the financial burden 
of the last war. Otherwise we would 
face a crisis with a part of our capital 
resources already expended. 

The amount and kind of our mili- 
tary equipment is preeminently a ques- 
tion for the decision of the congress, 
after giving due consideration to the 
advice of military experts and the 
available public revenue, Nothing is 
more laudable than the cooperation 
of the agricultural and industrial re- 
cources of the country for the purpose 
of supplying the needs of national d-- 
fense. In time of peril the people em- 
ployed in these interests volunteered in 
a most self-sacrificing way, often at 
the nominal charge of a dollar a yexr, 
But the army and navy are not sup- 
ported for the benefit of supply con- 
cerns; supply concerns are supported 
fo: the benefit of the army and navy. 
The distribution of orders on what is 
needed from different concerns for the 
purpose of keeping up equipment anil 
organization is perfectly justified, but 
any attempt to prevail upon the gov- 
ernment to purchase beyond its needs 
ought not to be tolerated. It is emi- 
nently fair that those who deal With 
the government should do so at a re4- 
sonable profit. However, public money 
is expended not that some one may 
profit by it, but in order to serve a 
public purpose. 

While our policy of national defense 
will proceed in order that we may he 
independent and self-sufficient, I am 
opposed to engaging in any attempt at 
competitive armaments. No matter 
how much or how little some other 
country may feel constrained to pro- 
vide, we can well afford to set the 
example, not of being dictated to hy 
others, but of adopting our own stan#d- 
ards. We are strong enough to pur- 


wholesome model for the rest of the 
world. We are eminently peacefu!. 
but we are by no means weak. While 
we submit our differences with others, 
not to the adjudication of force, but of 
reason, it is not because we are unabie 
to defend our’ rights. While we are 
doing our best to eliminate all resort 
to war for the purpose of settling dis- 
putes, we cannot but remember that 
the peace we new enjoy had to be won 
by the sword and that if the rights of 
our country are to be defended we 
cannot rely for that purpose upon 


: 


anyone but ourselves, We cannot 
shirk the responsibility, which is the 
first requisite of all government, of 
preserving its own integrity and main- 
taining the rights of its own citizens. 
It is only in accordance with these 
principles that we can establish any 
lasting foundations for an honorable 
a’ | permanent peace. 


It is for these reasons that our 
country, like any other country, pro- 
roses to provide itself with an army 
and navy supported by a merchant 


marine. Yet these are not for comp:- 
tition with any other power. Fur 
years we have besought nations to dis- 
arm. We have recently expressed our 
willingness at Geneva to enter into 
treaties for the limination of all types 
of warships according to the ratio 
adopted at the Washington confer- 
ence. This offer is still pending. 
While we are and shall continue to 
be armed it is not as a -menace, but 
rather a common assurance of tran- 
quillity te all the peace loving peopic 
of the world. For us to do any jess 
would be to disregard our obligations, 
evade our responsibilities and jeopard- 
ize our national honor, 

Veterans. 

This country, not only because it és 
bound by honor but because of the 
satisfaction derived from it, has al- 
ways lavished its bounty upon its vet- 
erans. For years a service pension 
has been bestowed upon the Grand 
Army on reaching a certain age. Like 
provision has been made for the sur- 
vivors of the Spanish war. A liberal 
future compensation has been granted 
to all the veterans of the world war. 
But it is in the ease of the disabled 
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sue that method, which will be a most | 


of law in relation to intoxicating 
liquor, ought not to seek evasion by 
. attempting to shift the burden wholly 
upon the federal agencies. Under the 
constitution the states are jointly 
charged with the nation in providing 
for the enforcement of the prohibition 
amendment. Some people do not like 
the amendment, some do not like other 
parts of the constitution, some do not 
like any of it. Those who entertain 
such sentiments have a perfect right 
to seek through legal methods fo¥ a 
change. But for any of our inhabi- 
tants to observe such parts of the con- 
stitution as they like, while disregard- 
ing others, is a doctrine that would 
break down all protection of life and 
property and destroy the American 
system of ordered liberty. 
Foreign Relations. 

The foreign policy of this govern- 
ment is well kuown. It is one of 
peace based on that mutual respect 
that arises from -nutual regard for in- 
ternational rights and the discharge of 
international obligations. It is our 
purpose to promote understanding and 
gvod will between ourselves and all 
other people. The American people 
are altogether lacking in an apprecia- 
tion of the tremendous good fortune 
that surrounds their international 
position. We have no traditional qne- 
mies. We ar: not embarrassed over 
any disputed territory. We have no 
possessions that are coveted by others: 
they have. none-that are coveted by 
us. Our borders are unfortified. We 
fear no one; no one fears us. All the 
world knows that the whole extent of 
our influence is against war and in 
favor of peace, against the use of 
force and‘ in favor of negotiation, ar- 
bitration. and adjudication as a 
method of adjusting international dif- 
ferences. We look with disfavor upon 
all aggressive warfare. We are strong 
enongh so that no one can charge us 
with weakness if we are slow to an- 
ger. QOur place is .fficiently estab- 
lished so that we need not be sensitive 
over trifles. Our resources are large 
enough so that we can afford to be 
generous. At the same time we are 
a nation among nations and recognize 


but in the interests of a stable an 
enlightened civilization, to protect and 
defend the international rights of our 
government and our citizens. 


It is because of our historical de- 
tachment and the generations of com- 
parative indifference toward us by 


other nations that our pnblie is in- 
clined to consider altogether too se- 
riously the reports that we are criti- 
veized abroad. We never had a larzer 
foreign trade than at the present time. 
Our good offices were never more 
sought and the necessity for our assist- 
ance and cvoperation was never more 
universally declared in any tire of 
peace. We know that the sentiments 
which we entertuin toward all other 
nations are those of the most sincere 
friendship and good will and of an 
unbounded desire to help, which we 
are perfectly willing to have judged by 
their fruits. In our efforts to adjust 
our international otligations we have 
met with a response which, when 
everything is considered, I believe his- 
tory will record as a@ most remarkable 
‘and gratitying demonstration of the 
sanctity with which civilized nations 
undertake to discharge their mutual 
obligations. Debt settlements have 
been negotiated with practically all of 
those who owed us and all finally ad- 
justed but two, which are in pr-cess 
of ratification. When we consider the 
real sacrifice that will be necessary 
on the part of other nations, consider- 
ing all their circumstances, to meet 
theirgagreed payments, we Ought to 
hold them in increased admiration and 
respect. It is true that we have ex- 
tended to them very generous treat- 
ment, but it is also true that they 
have agreed to repay us all that we 
loaned to them and some interest. 


A special conference on the Chinese 
customs ‘tariff provided for by the 
treaty between the nine powers relat- 
ing to the Chinese customs tariff sign- 


ed at Washington on February 6, 
1922, was called by the Chinese gov- 
ernment to meet at Pekin on October 
%, 1925. We participated in this 
conference through fully empowered 
delegates and, with good will, endea- 
vored to cooperate with the other pac 
ticipating powers with a view to put 
ting into effect promises made toe 
China at the Washington conference, 
and considering any reasonable pro- 
posal that might be made by the 
Chinese government for the revision of 
the treaties on the subject of China’s 
tariff. With these aims in view the 
American delegation at the outset of 
| the conference proposed to put -nto 
effect the surtaxes provided for by the 
Washington treaty and to proceed im- 
mediately to the negotiation of a 
treaty, which, among other things, was 
to make provision for the abolition of 


remove the tariff restrictions in exist- 
ing treaties, and put into effect the 
national tariff law of China, 

Early in April of the present year 
the central] Chinese government was 
ousted from power by opposing war- 
ring factions. It became impossible 
under the circumstances to continue 
the negotiations. Finally, on July 
ee the delegates of the foreign powers, 
including those of the United States, 


issued a statement expressing their 
unanimous and earnest desire to 
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at the earliest 

the delegates of the Chi 

are in a position to discussions 
with the foreign delegates of the prob- 
lems before the conference. We are 
prepared to resume the negotiations 
thus interrupted whenever a govern- 
ment representing the Chinese people 
and acting on their behalf presents it- 
seif. The fact that constant warfare 
hetween contending Chinese factions 
has rendered it impossible to bring 
these negotiations to a sucevssful cou- 
clusion is a matter of deep regret. 
Thronghout these conflicts we have 
maintained a position of the mosi 
careful neutrality, Our nava! vessels 
_ In Asiatic waters, pursuant to treaty 
rights, have been used only for the 
protection of American citizens. 


Silas H. Strawn, Esq., was sent to 
China as American commissicner to 
cooperate with commissioners of the 
other powers in the establishment of 


a commission to inquire into the pres- 
ent practice of extraterritorial juris- 
diction in China, with a view to re- 
perting to the governments of the sev- 
eral powers their findings of fact in 
regard to these matters. The com- 
mission commenced its work in Janu- 
ary, 1926, aud agreed upon a joint 
report which was signed on September 
16, 1926. The commission’s report has 
heen received and is being studied with 
a view to determining our future 
poliey in regard to the question of ex- 
traterritorial privileges under treaties 
between the United States and China. 


The preparatory commission for the 
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Geneva on May 18 and its work has 
been proceeding almost continuously 


since that date. It would be prema- 
ture to attempt to form a judgment 
as to the progress that has been made. 
The commission has had before it a 
comprehensive list of questions touch- 
ing upon all aspects of the question of 
the limitation of armament. In the 
commission's discussions many differ- 
ences of opinion have developed. How- 
ever, 1 am hopeful that at least some 
measure of agreement will be reached 
as the discussions continue. The 
American representation on the com- 
mission has consistently tried to be 
helpful, and has kept before it the 
practical objective to which the com- 
mission is working, namely, actual 
agreements for the limitation of arma- 
ments. Our representatives will con- 
tinue their work in that direction. 
One of the most encouraging fea- 
tures of the commission’s work thus 
far has been the agreement in princi- 
ple among tne naval experts of a ma- 
jority of the powers parties to the 
Washington treaty limiting naval ar- 
mament upon methods and standards 
for the comparison and further limita- 
tion of naval armament. It is nead- 
less to say that at the proper time 
1 shall be prepared to proceed along 
practical lines to the conclusion of 
agreements carrying further the work

The Georgia governor after stating 
that he and members of the state 
delegation asked that bids on a 1,500,- 
(00 twine contract, which specified 
that the twine be made of imported 
jute be held up to give cotton manufac- 
turers a chance to show that ‘cotton 
“eould be used just as safis- 
and just as economically,” 


isaid: 


“I am advised that the postoffice 
| department has taken the position that 
they are bound by 
ithe law which requireg them to award 
bids to the cheapest product. No at- 
tention has been paid, so far as | 
have been able to ascertain, to oar 
suggestion that the postoffice depart- 
ment hold up awarding the bids unril 
the matter could be adjusted on such 
a basis as to justify the economical 
use of cotton in preference to imported 
jute. I regret that no such effort 
seems to have been made by the presi- 
Mr. Hoover or Mr. Mever, who 
was appointed to cooperate with the 
farmers cf the south.”

CHANGE IN VENUE 


Canton, Ohio, December 7.--(®)— 
Patrick Eugene McDermott, alleged 
slayer of Don R. Mellett, Canton pub- 
lisher, announced tonight that he will 
present an affidavit tomorrew in the 


court of Judge Edwin W. Diehl, de 
claring Prosecutor C. B. McClintock 
told him he would not get a fair 
trial‘unless he implicated Ben Rudner 
and Louis Mazer, his co-defendants. 
The affidavit will be submitted in 
support of a motion by defense coun- 
sel for a change of venue. today 
charging a fair trial in Stark county 
is impossible. The motion was made 
after the list of 62 veniremen had 
been exhausted in an attempt to se- 
lect a jury with one place remaining 
vacant. ‘Tomorrow morning Judge 
Diehl will consider the motion and 
in case it is denied will prepare a 
list of names as a special venire, 
McDermott’s Charge, 
After the motion had been filed, 


McDermott told newspapermen of the 


incident in which McClintock is said 
to have made his statement. Mce- 
Dermott said: 

“McClintock was talking to me in 
the corridor of the workhouse. He 
said ‘Pat, if you don't tell on Rudner 
and Mazer you cannot and will not get 
a fair trial. I got mad and told 
him to get the hell out of there and 
went back to my cell. I wouldn't 
have another thing to do with him 
after that.” 

McClintock told newspaper men 
that he had never made such a state- 
ment. “I told Pat we were not in- 
terested so much at that time in get- 
ting him as we were in getting the 
men behind the plot to kill Mellett,’’ 
the prosecutor said. 

Attacks Newspapers. 

E. L. Mills, also a defense gttorney. 
snid he will file an additional affi- 
davit setting fdrth that newspaper 
propaganda has biased the minds of 
the citizens and that anyone seated 
on the jury is likely to be prejudiced 
against McDermott. 

All day oppesing counsel warred 
over selection of jurors. After the 
jury box once was filled tentatively 
seven were unseated. To fill these 
places, eleven others were temporarily 
agreed upon from time to time, but 
five of these eleven eventually were 
weeded out and at adjournment bour 
one seat was vacant.

7 Cc ongress Limits 


Radio Licenses 


To090-Day Terms 


Washington, December 7.—Con- 
gress finally approved today a joint 
resolution which will limit radio 


broadcasting licenses to 90 days. 

This resolution, an emergency meas- 
ure, is for the purpose of preventing 
stations which secure licenses now 
when the bars are down from getting 
a license that would e them a 
claim to permanence. It will be super- 
seded later by permanent radio legis- 
lation, under which it is expected some 
of the stations now holding licenses 
will be “weeded out” because of the 
confusion. 

The resolution was passed last ses- 
sion but lacked the signatures of the 
presiding officers of house and sen- 
ate. It was sent to the white house 
today for President Coolidge’s signa- 
ture. 

Secretary of Commerce Hoover ob- 
jected recently to the number of sta- 
tions, which have increased nearly 
100 since July 1, and President Cool- 
idge urged speedy enactment of per- 
manent legislation in his message to- 
day. Under a decision by Attorney 
General Sargent, the commerce de- 
partment is required to issue licenses 
to all who apply. 

Conferees of house and senate are 
expected to meet next week to seek a 
compromise on the two bills passed 
last session, the White bill, approved 
by the house, which provides for 
regulation by a federal commission un- 
dc. the commerce department, and 
the Dill bill, enacted by the senate, 
which sets up an indep-ndent com- 
mission.

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FIGHT FOR TILSON 


Washington, December 7.—Presi- 
dent Cooljdge brought qp a conflict with 
the senate today by submitting, among 
a large batch of nominations, several 
that are vigorously opposed and whose 
confirmation is in doubt. 

However, he avoided one fight by 
declining to submit a nomination he 
made several days ago which raised 
protests from Senators Nye and 
Frazier, North Dakota insurgent re- 
publicans, the naming of C. F. Mud- 
gett as United States marshal. Re- 
publican leaders interceded with the 
president, anxious for Nye and Frazier 
to line up with the organization. Nye 
went to s¢e Coolidge and was assured 
a voice in patronage. 

Tilson Is Nominated. 

One of the hottest fights probably 

will binge about the president’s nomi- 


nation today, for a second time, of 
William J. Tilson, brother of the 
house republican floor leader, as judge 
of the newly created middle district in 
Georgia. 

The president withdraw Tilson’s 
name last session, after the two Geor- 


lined up considerable opposition to 
his confirmation, but gave him a re 
cess appointment. The Georgia sena- 
tors intend to press the fight at this 
session, 

Another nomination today over 
which a fight is brewing is that of 
Abram F. Myers, of lowa, formerly 
in the department of justice, to be a 
member of the federal trade commis- 
sion. Myers is opposed by insurgent 
republicans because of charges made 
by H. L. Seaife, formerly an investi- 
gator for the justice department, that 
rs held up investigation of the Stand- 

rd Aircrafts case, which Myers de- 
nies, 

Brossard To Be Opposed. 

President Coolidge’s nomination of 
Edgar HK. Brossard of Utah to the 
United States tariff commission also 
will be opposed by the insurgent group 
and some democrats, 

Brossard was named to fill the post 
of former Vice Chairman Culbertson, 
now minister to Rumania. President 
Coolidge filled another vacancy on the 
commission today, that created by the 
retirement of Commissioner Burgess, 
by appointment of Sherman J. Lowell, 
whose nomination has developed no 
opposition as yet. 

Among other important nominations 
were: 

Roland K. Smith of Louisiana as 
member of the shipping board and 
William P. .McCracken, Jr., of Mlli- 
nois, aS assistant secretary of com- 
merce in charge of aviation. Me- 
Cracken has served in the post for 
several months.
